There  is  a wide  misunderstand- 
ing among  college  students  with 
regards  to  their  Federal  Income 
Tax  obligations. 

To  correct  the  notion  that  col- 
lege students  do  not  have  to  pay 
Federal  income  tax,  the  Daily 
Universe  office  quotes  from  the 
1963  edition  of  “Your  Federal 
Income  Tax.” 

“EVERYONE  UNDER  65  years 
old  who  resides  in  the  United 
States  and  had  gross  income  of 
$600  or  more  during  the  year, 
must  file  a Federal  Income  Tax 
Return.” 

April  15  is  the  deadline  for  fil- 
ing returns. 

If  an  individual  is  a full-time 
student  and  earns  over  $600,  he 
is  required  to  pay  the  appropriate 
amount  of  Federal  tax.  But  if  at 
the  same  time  his  parents  are 
contributing  to  more  than  one- 
half  of  his  support,  both  the  stu- 
dent and  his  parents  may  claim 
him  as  a dependent. 

ACCORDING  TO  the  “Your 
Federal  Income  Tax”  booklet, 
section  five,  parents  are  allowed 
to  claim  exemptions  as  follows: 

“You  are  allowed  an  exemp- 
tion of  $600  for  each  person  who 
qualifies  as  your  dependent.” 

If  students  or  faculty  have 
further  questions,  they  should 
consult  the  local  Utah  Internal 
Revenue  Office  at  the  old  Post 
Office  Building  on  1st  N.  and  1st 
W.,  or  phone  FR  3-5100.

Adjourn  with 
Finance  Note 

It  may  have  been  Saturday  on 
the  calendar,  but  according  to  the 
Utah  Legislature  the  day  was 
Thursday  when  they  adjourned, 
after  two  days  wrapping  up  some 
of  the  most  important  bills  it 
faced  during  the  60-day  session. 

The  legislature  went  home 
leaving  Gov.  George  D.  Clyde  to 
decide  whether  to  approve  or  ve- 
to a six-year,  46i  million-dollar 
construction  program  which 
would  borrow  against  tax  rev- 
enue. House  Republican  leaders, 
who  opposed  the  bill,  have  said 
he  will  veto. 

Despite  two  efforts  to  recon- 
sider it,  a bill  which  would  make 
possible  reciprocity  of  drivers’ 
licenses  and  violation  information 
with  other  western  states  was 
killed  on  the  floor.  It  would  have 
solved  the  driver’s  license  wrang- 
le between  Utah  and  Idaho  and 
other  western  states. 

A resolution  expressing  legis- 
lative desire  that  Utah  State  Uni- 
versity be  admitted  to  the  Wes- 
tern Athletic  Conference  also 
passed  the  legislature.

HOWEVER,  WITH  towering 
pivotman  Mel  Counts  leading  the 
way,  Oregon  seemed  to  be  able 
to  do  no  wrong  while  Arizona 
State  couldn’t  do  anything  right. 
Counts  scored  26  points  with 
Steve  Pauly,  who  notched  21, 
close  behind.  Terry  Baker,  who 
plays  basketball  almost  as  good 
as  he  plays  football,  and  Frank 
Peters  were  also  in  double  fig- 
ures with  15  and  14  points  re- 
spectively. 

The  Beavers  combined  to  reg- 
ister a sparkling  team  field  goal 
shooting  mark  of  57  per  cent  and 
an  adequate  mark  of  78  per  cent 
from  the  charity  stripe. 

JOE  CALDWELL  led  the  Sun 
Devil  attack  with  17  points  while

Even  with 
17  points  Caldwell  had  one  of  his 
poorer  performances.  He  was 
able  to  hit  on  only  6 of  19  field 
goal  attempts  and  the  entire  Ari- 
zona State  squad  could  only  hit 
35  per  cent  from  the  field.
